Basketball Season 


The basketball practice season was opened November 13 at Polytechnic 
High School in San Francisco. The Varsity, with 6 foot 7 inch “Stretch” 
Gibson sinking 11 points, took the game by a 39-32 score. The Bee’s lost 
44-24 with Center Gene Stang ringing 8 points. 

November 18, the Oilers went to Acalanes and won 35-16, behind Bud 
Frazier’s nine points. The Bee’s also won handily, 35-24, with Gene 
Stang and Weldon Wildman scoring 16 and 14 points respectively. 

Next came John Swett on November 21, in which the Varsity won 
45-28 behind Tom Child’s 10 points. The Bee’s were defeated 21-28 in 
spite of Gene Stang’s 8 points. 

Mount Diablo on November 25 fell 34-28 to the Varsity Oilers with 
Gibson scoring 12 points. Wildman lead the Bees to a 31-22 victory with 
9 points. 

The Varsity beat St. Marys 32-23 with Pete Schober scoring 11 points 
and the Bees eked out a 32-31 vietory when Gene Stang scored 8 points. 

A crippled Oiler squad traveled to Lowell in San Francisco only to 
suffer its first defeat of the season, 48-31 score. Pete Schober was high 
point man with 7. The Bees also lost a heart breaker 33-32 with Wildman 
tanking 11 for the Oilers. 

Next came Vallejo on December 2 and both Oiler squads won, the 
Varsity with 25-28 behind Schober’s 9 points and the Bee’s 28-23 with 
Stang also scoring 9 points. 

Fremont, on December 5, handed the Oilers their second loss by a heart 
breaking 35-34 score, even when Jack Mayers made seven out of seven 
free throws. Incidentally, Fremont went undefeated in OAL competition, 
winning ten straight league games. The Bees won 23-14 with John Noce 
scoring 8 points. Ben Gibson’s 13 points led Richmond to a 48-24 victory 
over Napa on December 9. The Oiler Bees won a close one 28-27 on 
Wildman’s 14-point effort. 

On December 12th, the Oilers ran up the highest score of the season 
by defeating Commerce of San Francisco, 57-24, with Pete Schober 
going on a 14-point spree. The Bees were dropped hard, however, 40-24 
with Captain Johnny Noce scoring 8 points. 

The McClymonds Warriors on December 16 handed the Oiler Varsity 
another defeat, 31-22. Gibson led scorers with 7 points for the Oilers. 
The Bees got revenge as they beat the Warriors 28-23. 

On December 19th, Richmond met a strong Oakland High team and 
defeated them 34-28 in a nip and tuck contest. Forward ‘‘Stretch’’? Gibson 
led the Oiler scoring parade with 11 points. 

St. Ignatius of San Francisco, who took second place in the league 
there, came to Richmond, only to have the Oilers defeat them handily 
84-22. Tom Childs scored 10 points to lead the Red and Blue. 

The first league game was played on January 6th with Richmond 
walloping the El Cerrito Gauchoes by a 46-21 score. Tom Childs went 
wild and scored 14 Oiler points. The Bees had to work to get a 35-21 
victory. Gene Stang was high man with 11 points. 

On January 9th Richmond traveled to Berkeley with very high hopes 
of trouncing the Jackets. Bad breaks defeated the Oilers 45-26. Gibson 
and Hokanson scored 6 points each for high honors. The Bees were also 
beaten 30-22. Wildman potted a neat 10 points. 

The Oilers downed Piedmont 38-31 on January 13th due to Bud 
Frazier’s smart floor play. The Bees won handily, 34-24, with Center 
Stang scoring seven markers. 

The Oilers traveled to Alameda on January 16th and were edged out 
by the Hornets 25-23. The Bees came from behind to win 41-35. 

The Oilers successfully ended the first half of the league season with 
a win of 39-32 over the Farmers from Hayward. The Bees’ game was a 
thriller with the Oilers coming home the winner, 26-25. 


On February 6, the second half of the ACAL season got underway 
with the Richmond Varsity and Bee teams garnering wins of 42-31 and 
43-32 from the El Cerrito Gauchoes. Mayers and Gibson were high point 
winners for the Varsity with 14 and 12 points respectively. 

Berkeley was handily defeated by Richmond 41-28 on February 10th 
due to the high scoring of Mayers and Childs. The Bees lost a tough game 
27-25 as Wildman, forward, scored 9 digits. 

On February 18th the Oilers had little difficulty in beating the Jast 
place Highlanders, 49-30, Gibson sank 10 points for the Varsity cause, 
followed by Duane Schale with 7. The Bees eked out a 29-28 win. 

The crucial game of the season was played on February 17th with the 
Oilers meeting the first place Alameda Hornets. The Alamedans went 
home with a 82-23 victory. Mayers played a great floor game and he was 
high point man with 8 digits. The Bees won easily 33-24. Gene Stang 
had 11 points to come out with high point honors. 

The Richmond Oilers won on February 21st with Albany again tasting 
defeat. The Varsity won its game 44-29 with Jack Mayers going wild 
and hooking 16 digits. The Bees lost 33-30 as a last quarter rally failed. 

The final game of the season came on February 20th with both Rich- 
mond teams winning handily from Hayward. The Varsity won 46-382. 
Pete Schober and Duane Schale sank 17 and 13 points respectively. 
The Bees slaughtered their opponents 42-13 with Capt. Johnny Noce 
scoring 8 markers. 

The Oilers met the once-beaten Cal-Frosh team on February 29th at 
the Cal gym in Berkeley. The Oilers played their best game of the 
year in beating their favored opponents 36-31. Jack Mayers, star guard, 
scored a neat 12 points to lead the way. It was a fitting climax to the 
high school basketball careers of Schobers, Mayers, Gibson and Frazier, 
four of the starting five on this year’s squad. 

Special mention should be made here about a boy on the Varsity basket- 
ball team who undoubtedly figured in the Oiler’s drive for the ACAL 
flag. This Oiler is Guard Doug Davis whose floor work helped the Oilers 
over many a tight spot throughout the successful practice season and 
the first half of the ACAL contests. He was greatly missed in the second 
half of the ACAL. 

The Oilers final won and lost record: 21 wins and 7 losses. 

Coach Dick Christensen of the Varsity and Coach Elmer McCormick 
of the Bees and their squads were right in there pitching for Richmond 
High School and the Student Body appreciates their efforts.

The Oiler cindermen, the champions of the 1945 season, again 
walked off with the “bacon” in the A.C.A.L..and North Coast 
Section Meet. 

Not too much was expected from the trackmen at the begin- 
ning of the year because many stellar performers had graduated 
last June; however, the prospective trackmen turned out in 
“throngs” to fight for a starting position on the squad. Among 
the unknowns who yentured forth were some very good track- 
sters. Among the holdovers from last season were Charles Hokan- 
son, Larry Beers, John Nules, Robert Tidwell, Gene White, 
Dick Witham, Ray Hurlburt, Don Hudson, Ron Walters, George 
Malloy, Dave Dixon, and Dick Summers. These boys formed the 
nucleus of this year’s championship team. 

The Oilers began their quest for power by visiting Tamalpais 
High with both Varsity and Bee squads trampling the home 
team. The Varsity won 83 5/6-29 1/6, the Bee’s 54-41. Alameda 
felt the sting of the Oilers next when they were mauled 79-34 
by the Varsity and 57 1 /6-37 5/6 by the junior squad. The Oilers 
were high after that decisive win and they went on to beat in 
this order: Vallejo 92 3/4-20 1/4; El Cerrito 75-38; Berkeley 
72 1/2-40 1/2; Piedmont 87-26; Hayward 95-18. 

Immediately following the dual meets, the teams in the 
A.C.A.L. squared off at Edwards Field in Berkeley for the an- 
nual all A.C.A.L. Meet in which all teams in the circuit competed 
for championship honors. As Richmond had beaten all comers in 
the regular season, the Oilers were heavily favored to continue 
their winning ways by taking the A.C.A.L. This they did by the 
highest score ever recorded by a winning team. The Oilers 
amassed the huge total of 119 points to take the meet hands 
down. This meet was marked by many brilliant performances 
turned in by Richmond’s men. Charles Hokanson won first place 
in both the shot put and the discus with record breaking tosses. 
Dick Witham captured a double win to tie with Hokanson by 
placing first in the high hurdles and low hurdles. In fact, Rich- 


mond made a clean sweep of the hurdle competition with Gene 
White and Ron Walters closely following Witham for second 
and third places. Other point winners were Don Hudson, 220 
and relay; Ray Hurlburt, 220 and relay; John Nules, 880; Larry 
Beers, mile; Dave Dixon and Don Wilson, high jump; George 
Malloy, pole vault. All of these boys were qualified to enter 
the North Coast Section Meet the following week. 

The Richmond Oilers had won the North Coast Section Meet 
in 1945 when such boys as Larry Hoff and Rich Kauffman at- 
tended R.U.H.S. Again this year the Oiler charges won the 
N.C.S. It is a difficult task to come in first in this meet because 
contestants may enter from as far south as King City and as 
far north as Ukiah. Richmond’s closest competitor was San 
Mateo High School which had a total of 30 2/3 points. Richmond 
garnered 32 3/4 points to come home a trophy holder. 

The individual star of this meet was again Charles Hokanson. 
Charles scored another double win for 16 of the team’s total 
points. This meet presented the toughest competition that Charles 
Hokanson had encountered all year. John Henry Johnson from 
Pittsburg High was so close at Hokanson’s heels in both events 
that Charles had to have a record toss to win! 

This year Coach Phil Hempler was helped by Dave Beaver 
and Joe Merlo, who greatly assisted the head coach by handling 
all weight men and distance runners. Congratulations to Coach 
Hempler and his staff for another championship squad. 

The Varsity boys who received star awards were Larry Beers, 
Charles Hokanson, Bob Hudson, Ray Hurlburt, Johnny Nules, 
Dick Summers, Bob Tidwell, Ron Walters, Gene White and 
Dick Witham. The Bee star awards were given to Al Del Simone, 
Ralph Gaetano, Lupe Martinez, Ken Thompson.
